John had preached to multi­ 
tudes and many said that Jeses 
wag John the Baptist returning 
from the deao. 
Still others said that Jesus was

returning

prophesied, 
while others felt that the Galilean 
must be one of the great Hebrew 
prophets returned to earth. 
This speculation on the part of 
the population interested Jesus be­ 
cause He was concerned as to 
what people were saying about! 
Him. 
His 
prim ary concern was what 
His disciples said and thought about 
Him. When Jesus asked His dis­ 
ciples bluntly what, they thought 
about Him. Peter spoke up: “Thou 
• rt the Christ!” 
It !s most important that we 
know who Christ is. He is not 
just one more religious leader. To 
know Christ completely, we m ust 
be able to put our knowledge of 
Him into words 
Frankly, we must be able to con­ 
fess before God and man, who 
Christ ic and our belief in Him!

Almost invariably when we think of the victims of preju­ 
dice. we think of the persons receiving the slurs or acts ot 
intolerance Just for a change, however, we might consider 
the effects of bigotry upon the person who does the in­ 
sulting. and upon all ot us 
First of all. we might weigh the moral implications of 
prejudice The great Christian commandment is to love 
your neighbor, not hate him. All religious communities 
within the Judaeo-Christian tradition subscribe to this. It 
lias become so much a Western wav of life that we don’t 
even question its validity any more. Can any civilized per­ 
son say that man was created to hate? 
Second, we can use the insights winch modern psycho­ 
logy has given u> into tlie emotion of hate Certainly, hate­ 
rs not a healthy indicator. It does not speak much for the 
inner security and tranquility of a person who cannot be 
at peace with his neighbor 
Momentary anger is under­ 
standable and normal; but lingering hate is certainly not 
the best sign of sound mental health.
